JOYCE COWLEY spoke next stating that the UISEC 
was the realization of a former hope. She said that there 
was really only one party system because the Democrats and 
Republicans had no difference in their platforms.

SIDNEY J. GLUCK, identified by 
former teacher at the Jefferson School, 

that the world demanded that the United States keep up with 
trends in the rest of the world- He said that other countries 
were finding socialism in their own way and the United States 
would ha«ve to do the same. He expressed his pride at being 
a part of the world united socialist front and said the time 
had come when the CP, SWP^ and other groups could sit down 
in the same room without calling each other names . He said 
it was necessary to. have a coalition among socialists.. 

Following this, JOHN T. MC MANUS introduced the 
next speaker, ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN. . Displaying what the 
informant regarded as an excellent sense of humor, RUBENSTEIN 
stated that she had just returned from a- (Congressional) 
hearing and commented that Congressman WALTER had looked sick. 
RUBENSTEIN told an Indian tale of CARL SANDBURGS regarding 
Indians waiting for the top of pine trees to be hit by the 
sun. When this happened they were to shout but no shout 
was ever heard because each was waiting for the other to shout 
first. RUBENSTEIN warned that this must not happen to "us'\ 
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VINCENT HALLINAN then spoke, describing the. election 
campaign in California where HOLLAND ROBERTS ran as a socialist. 
He said that the efforts S1 we" were going to make in New York 
were parallel to those in California. HALLINAN stressed the 
need of putting socialism in the thinking and mainstream of 
the working class. He commented that HOLLAND ROBERTS received 
the open endorsement of many unions and that California was 
expecting New York to go farther than they had. HALLINAN 
claimed that if $5,000.00 and 2000 more workers were available, 
ROBERTS might have won the California campaign. He stated 
further that there was no difference between the Democratic 
and Republican parties considering the juggling of candidates 
between them. He recommended that "we" test our strength 
and find out where "we" stand. 

HALLINAN also objected to the activities of the 
CP in California who, he said, did not fully cooperate in 
the ROBERTS campaign. He asked if the CP had a secret under- 
standing with the Democratic Party. HALLINAN further stated 
that whether the CP gave any cooperation or not the UISEC 
would proceed without them» 

After these remarks by HALLINAN, BEN DAVIS spoke, 
saying that the CP had been slandered and demanded an apology. 
The apology was tendered by the Presiding Committee of the 
UISEC. In this regard MURRY WEISS expressed his view that 
although he was not against the apology he thought that 
HALLINAN had the right to express his opinion.

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JOHN To MC MANUS read the draft resolution of the 
Presiding Committee, a copy of which the informant attached 
to his report. This set forth that because the 'machine 
political parties 15 had not offered alternatives leading to 
peace , economic security , and full rights and freedoms , the 
conference would offer the people such alternatives through 
candidates on the ballot in the electoral process. The 
resolution .set forth that there be designated united 
independent socialist candidates for Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, Attorney General, Comptroller, and United States 
Senator in the 1958 elections (in New York State). 

Following the reading of the resolution by MC MANUS, 
BEN DAVIS gave a minority report saying that he was happy to 
participate in socialist work but that a full socialist ticket 
would be a narrow sectarian move. He expressed a desire to 
debate this issue openly in the hope that some compromise 
could be found. He recommended that the conference be devoted 
to Negro, Puerto Rican, and economic issues and said that 
endorsing a candidate for Governor could be harmful to labor 
and minority groups. DAVIS also said that the slanders of 
VINCENT HALLINAN and the remarks of MURRY WEISS were not 
correct . 

Following this, ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN said that the 
apology offered to DAVIS had been grudgingly accepted and that 
it was MURRY WEISS who has suggested that the apology be 
extended to DAVIS and the CP. 

Following this, speakers from the audience were 
allowed five minutes to comment on the resolution proposed 
by the Presiding Committee. . (it is in this group of individuals 
that the informant necessarily experienced difficulty in 
accurately setting forth the full name of speakers. Where 
clarifying information is known based on public accounts of 
the proceedings or reports of other informants, this has been 
set forth in parentheses . ) 
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(HEDDA) MARKOWITZ - spoke against working with 
the Democratic Party. 

(JOE) PECK - read a proposal of MAX BEDACHT. 

RICHARD DE HAAM - absolutely opposed to CP 
recommendation that support be given the Democratic Party. 

ROBERT CLAIBORNE - spoke against BEN DAVIS saying 
that DAVIS was afraid the conference would lead to a socialist 
party and asking what was bad about that. 

JEAN RUBENSTEIN, mother of ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN, - 
who spoke in favor of a full slate of candidates. 

HARRY MANN - favored a position of growing 
influence and not the rigid position of JOHN MC MANUS. 

HARRY RING - praised the resolution of the 
Presiding Committee for a full socialist ticket saying 
"We are socialists and proud of It". 

ELINOR PERRY - stated that she had been working 
for the Democratic Party but from now on the envelopes she 
stuffs will carry a socialist message in support of a full 
electoral slate. 

R. STRASSBURGER - favored a full ticket and 
recommended isolation from labor leaders. 

AL LEVIN from Brooklyn, - favored a full slate 
of candidates. 

JAMES PARKER - favored a Congressman for a 

candidate . 

SAM NESIN - favored a single candidate. 
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IRVING BEININ - said that rank and file could not 
be reached by voting for democrats. 

MYRA TANNER WEISS - regret ed that BEN DAVIS was 
not willing to discuss issues and said that he had not been 
slandered. She further stated that i: we" would not work with 
the Democratic Party. 

SIDNEY GLUCK - recommended compromising on the 
issue of a full slate as against one candidate* 

JOHN GRAVE - said that the next step would be 
a labor party and it was important to decide whether or not 
n we w have a Governor for candidate. 

G. BULDESCEREY - who spoke with a thick Italian 
accent, was in favor of peace. 

AL JENKINS - who was identified as a member of 
a progressive Jewish group ^ f avored a full slate. 

IRWIN ADELMAN - spoke for a full slate, 

DAVIS SOLOMON - spoke against a full slate. 

VICTOR ROSSE - said there should be a candidate for 
Governor and there should be no limit as to one or five 
candidates . 

ESTHER CAROL - described as a member of the 
Dressmakers Union, said that the trade union movement was 
important and a way should be found of speaking to the worker 
next to ji us n . 

BELLA (LNU) - also a member of the Dressmakers 
Union, said that a way should be found to bring the message 
to the workers. 
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SYLVIA PRUE - said there was confusion and 
dishonesty on both sides. 

BERNARD ABES - recommended agreement on a 
candidate for Senator. • 

TOM KERRY - spoke favoring more than one candidate 
and said that at the very least there should be a contest for 
Governor. He said that if ,! we ,: get on the ballot and obtain 
a certain number of votes there would no longer have to be 
the leg work of collecting signatures. KERRY said he was 
opposed to supporting HARRIMAN or any other Democrat. Much 
applause followed his speech. 

ROSS JONES - spoke favoring more than one candidate. 

BERT DECK - favored more than one candidate and 
said that in no other gathering would socialists be able to 
present their point of view. 

IRWIN ADELMAN - said that the Presiding Committee 
was responsible for the apology to BEN DAVIS, implying that 
he did not wish to be considered as one of those who apologized. 

JACK DALE - favored a full slate. 

MORRIS SHAPPES - favored a single candidate on 
a platform that would provide opposition to the SWP and the 
CP. 

DANIEL ROBERTS - said that ,! we' :l were not isolating 
ourselves from labor but would be with the workers for a full 
elate of candidates. 

NAT WEINSTEIN stated that he objected to scabbing 
in politics as well as anywhere else and favored a full slate. 
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MURRY WEISS stated there were two objectives at the 
conference, one being for socialist unity and the other a 
fight for socialism on issues that were perplexing the working 
class. He said that "we 15 were not sectarian or isolationists 
and had a program which would appeal to the Negroes in Harlem. 
He favored a full slate. 

ALVIN BERMAN - favored a full socialist program. 

BEA KAZENOFF - identified as being from a Bronx 
cultural group, favored one or two candidates. 

GEORGE YEVER and ROBERT CLAIBORNE - both spoke 
favoring a full slate. 

SHAPIES (MORRIS U. SCHAPPES) - said the issue 
should not be the number of candidates but one candidate 
who would offer peaceful co-existence. 

LILLIAN KEIZEL - described the central job as 
selling socialism to the workers in New York State and favored 
a full slate of candidates. 

DOUGLAS GORDON - favored a full slate and said 
that "we" have been falsely accused of being dreamers. He 
said that "we" would struggle now as in the past and it would 
be a socialist struggle. 

JOHN TABOR and FRED HALSTEAD - spoke favoring a 
full slate of candidates,, 

CHARLES HENLEY - said there was too much talk 
on the number of candidates and asked what the issues were. 
He was not for a full slate. 

(ENU) EARLMAN - stated "we" should run as many 
candidates as "we" could afford. 
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BENNY GOSHALL - favored a full ticket and demanded 
a fight against labor Bureaucrats. 

BRUCE GREEN - stated "we" are socialists and 
proud of it. 

HARRY RING - favored five socialist candidates 
and said "we" would win workers to socialism if "we" work 
throughout the year. 

HENRY ABRAMS - stated that the purpose of the 
UISEC was unity and the number of candidates had nothing to 
do with the case. He said he was not in favor of supporing 
the Democratic Party and spoke in favor of peace and civil 
liberties and against recession. 

MURRY WEISS - stated that MORRIS GOLDIN wanted an 
amendment to the resolution but that what "we" wanted to 
accomplish in the campaign was a united left. 

BETTE (BABETTE) JONES, HENRY ABRAMS and SIDNEY 
GLUCK - offered an amendment to the resolution which omitted 
specifying the exact posts for which candidates should be 
entered substituting instead "top state posts". 

MURRY WEISS, MURIEL MC AVOY, ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN, 
(GEORGE) STRYKER, RICHARD DE HAAN and JOHN MC MANUS - listed 
their opposition to the amendment. 

MURRY WEISS - said that MORRIS GOLDIN had said 
that he wanted to evaluate the conference in view of the 
walkout of the CP leaders from the UISEC. He said this showed 
the one sided character of GOLDIN who was for a single 
candidate. WEISS stated a maximum effect would be achieved 
by voting for the resolution as it stood. 

LOUIS WHEETON (WHEATON) - said that the number of 
candidates was immaterial .and that unity was more important. 
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V 

RICHARD DE HAAN - urged a vote on the original 

resolution. 

BABETTE JONES - supported the amendment. 

ERWIN BRIDER (IRVING BEININ) - spoke favoring 
the resolution, saying the CP had not budged. 

ROBERT CLAIBORNE - identified as an ALP member, 
said he was neutral. 

ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN - said she was aginast the 
amendment because it served a splitting purpose. She said 
it was quite possible that if a full slate was run the CP 
could still endorse one candidate. 

DAVID ROSEN - spoke favoring the amendment to the 
resolution but said to be not a CP member. 

ELINOR PERRY - recommended withdrawal of the 
amendment and a vote on the resolution. 

WILLIAM ALBERSON - favored the amendment. 

SYLVIA BLECKER - previously known to the informant 
only bv the name of SYLVIA STEIN, said that the conference was 
a step" forward. She further stated she was for scientific 
socialism and that the class struggle was a socialist campaign. 
There was much applause following her remarks. 

IRWIN ADELMAN - advocated letting the Communists 

walk out. 

JEAN RUBENSTEIN - stated she was a Communist and 
was against the amendment. 
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HEDDA MARKOWITZ - said she resented being called 
an SWP member when she was an independent. She explained 
that there was nothing wrong with being an SWP member but 
she wanted to be known as an independent, 

JOE HANSEN - spoke against the amendment saying 
its purpose was to defer the power of the UISEC to a smaller 
body . 

(PNU) DRAKE - spoke favoring the amendment saying 
that if a campaign didn't come out of the conference, the 
SWP would run candidates on its own. 

MILTON ZASLOW - stated that to run for Governor 
meant contesting HARRIMAN and getting on the ballot. 

(AL) LEVIN - said that problems were more difficult 
than imagined. 

SIDNEY GLUCK - favored the amendment on the grounds 
that the CP showed signs of motion for the conference and 
was not necessarily against it. He further stated he favored 
the amendment because it showed more patience. He commented 
that the CP would not like it if the SWP got on the ballot.

Report on the structure and personnel of the National 
and New York State Sobell Committee. 

This committee is formally called the National 
Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell* The New York 
Sobell Committee is the state committee of the national. 
Various' city committees have been organized under the state 
committee and are called the Bronx Committee. East Side 
Committee, ' Brooklyn Committee etc. These local, committees 
are under the authority and jurisdiction of a New York Committee 
which is composed of members of the various local committees, 
the national committee and members of other left political 
organizations such as the Socialist Workers. Party. 

The Headquarters of the national* N.Y and city 
committee is at 9'40 Broadway, Room D. All the local city 
committees use this office as their headquarters. Meetings 
may be called by the local city committees in the homes of 
one of their members when the occasion permits. This is 
usually -done of the head of a local city committee calls a 
meeting of' his' committee to report the latest plans, activities,, 
and policies formulated by the city or national committee. 

The officers of the National Committee are Helen 
and Rose Sobell, Ted Jacobs, Ben and Jenn ie from the Bronx, 
Judy Swetsky,. Aaron Katz, Leah Schneider ^ " 
Emily Alman, and the heads of other state cemmrc^ees^x-oughj b?c 
out the U.S. At .the last, publicized national committee meeting 
the leaders and officials of other left progressive groups 
were asked to attend. Also such notables as Malcolm Sharp 
and Yuri Suhl and other independents with no organization 
affiliation were asked to attend. Ted Jacobs is the public 
relations manager of the committee and. coordinates all; 
propaganda issued by the national committee, Jacobs keeps 
in constant touch with the news media by forwarding, the 
latest details of the case to many newspapers. Jacobs 
j s responsible- for the releasing of all material pertaining 
to the national committee;- Leah Schneider is the office manager 
of the national committee.. Bella Altschauler replaces Lea h A^M 
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Schneider during the" summer months. Bella also was noted 
giving financial reports at N..Y City Meetings and keeping 
financial •a ooountg of contri butions received from all sources*. 
Emily Alman J I and Sly via Markin (not certain 

of spelling; have on dirrerent occasions during the Past two 
years, acted as organizers for the national committee. Sly via 
has travelled out of the state to organize support for the 
committee. These organizer^ work mainly with V.I. P.*. 'sand 
seek to solicit funds or approval of the case, from leading 
citizens., Margaret Blauj- Judy Swetsky and. Aaron Katz work to 

. organize committees to carry out the plans of the national 
committee i This includes running parties, stuffing and mailing 

literature, petitioning and canvassing. 

All the other state committees send funds, and 
seek and offer suggestions, to the national committee. Printed' 
material is sent out from the national committee to other state 
committees. This includes the SObell newspaper and press 
releases." Other material that could pertain only to a state, 
area is printed and distributed by the state committee. 

The National Board is composed of people not known; 
by most of the committee people. There is no known list of 
the national Board, and there have been no publicized meetings.-. 

The New York Sobeil Committee is composed of thos£ 
New York people who are members of the national committee. 
They include Helen and Rose Sobeil * Ted Jacobs-, Ben and Jennie 
?v>nm fcfte Tyfrnny Judy Swetsky, Aaron Katz, Leah Schiender,. 

I Emily Alman and Sly via Markin. Other members 
are representatives from other committees or organizations in 
the city. The Socialist workers Party supplies most of the 
members. They include- Lillian Kiezel, Myra Tanner Weiss, 
Esther Perry and on occasion some, members of the Young 
Socialist Alliance.. Margaret Blau' is a key member- of the 
New York Sobeil Committee but works primarily in the Bronx or 
Long island.. . 

Other than a few people, the real staff" of the 
New York Sobeil Committee comes from members of other left 
organizations. They try by policy to cut. across party and 
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ideological lines and get as many people as possible to 
support the case. Other committees are composed of one or 
•two New York committee people and people living, in that area* 
The East Side" Committee is. composed of. Judy Sw.etsky, and 
other people .such as Pe.te- Hueael.

Philadelphia and receives money 
and reports from these committees* At the present time the 
West Coast Committees are the chief financial supporters- of the 
National Committee.. • 

Socialist Workers Party sponsorship of the Committee 
is shown by the fact 'that its. newspaper* "The Militant" gives 
the Sobell case 'broad coverage and that the part ies members 
are on most of the Sobell Committees throughout the U.S.

A communist garty meeting under "the auspices of The Worker" on 
the 'present situation in France' 1 was held on July 2nd, 1958 at 
the Central Piaza Hall in New York* 

About 200 C*P«. members from the New York area came to this 
meeting. 

Elizabeth Flynn chaired the meeting. She opened the meeting 
with a statement that "this is an important, meeting because it is 
our expression of solidarity with the communist party and the people 
of France in the fight to prevent the establishment of fascism in 
France," 

She told the meeting that she just came back to N..Y. from a tour 
of California and other states., she said that she met with 
'.'different groups of people" stating that "the people everywhere 
are ready to fight for and are fighting for peace." 

Flynn said that the people she met with and this includes "labor 
groups, members of churches and students *» ail of them are 
against the continuation of nuclear tests." She underlined that " 
"the committee against nuclear tests is espeoialy well organized 
in California. " " * 

Flynn also stated that "the people of California are fighting 
against the reactionaries who are trying to win an election on 
the anti-labor law * 'the right to work. * California will 
definately defeat the Khowlahds.in the coming ejections." 

Joseph North made a lenghty review of the "historic events in 
France which led to de Gaull." 
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North stated that "with de Gaull,. in power the danger of . 
fascism in Europe is great," He underlined that one must 
always remember that as long as capitalism is in power there is 
always the danger of fascism"^ 

North said that "de Gaull is loved by the 200 families of France 
Who want Algeria to remain in the clutches of France.. They want 
to remain in control of Algeria. The aim of the generals Who 
put de Gaul! in power is to reduce the Algerian people to slavery, " 
lie spoke of "the socialist ffalet who tried to sell de Gaull to the 
working class of France, but the French workers are against 
de Gaull and his generals who are killing thousands upon 
thousands of fighters for the independence of Algeria." 

North stated that the "communist garty of France is the only- 
political party Which is fighting"de Gaull . The communis* garty 
of France set up thousands of anti*de Gaull eommiFtees ail over 
France and is leading the working class in the anti-de Gaull 
struggle." ~ 

North spoke about a book "The Question" - "the great book of 
our time." He asked everyone to read this book which exposes the 
"de Gaull plot"_ 

North spoke about "money our. government is giving to the de Gaull 
government which is being used in the fight against the people or" 
Algeria; " ' . 

He concluded his speech with: "This most be stoped. We can not 
be silent , We got to allert our people to the dangers which" 
are facing France and the world. We are proud of the fight of 
the communist party of France against fascism. " 

Elizabeth Flynn said that "as long as the Communist party of 
France is guiding itfe destiny, fascism Will never come to France. " 
Flynn told the meeting that ^'The Worker" carries important 
articles on the situation in France. 3he asked everyone to read 
"The Worker" and to sell the paper in the shops and in the neighbor- 
hoods. "The Worker- has a lot of amunitlon for discussions and 
is an inspiration for mass activities. "

reestablishing, of the Daily Worker*" He also for the" building.

socialism in America. 1 ' Ben Davis spoke against those "elements 
who left the party and some who are still in the party" , who are for 
"liquidating the party. The events in France show the necessity 
of having a communist-; party heye* ail parties in France went on 
a vacation* only the communist garty remained at it 's post to 
bar fascism in Francer £ohg live the communist oa£Sy of France., 
We are proud to be a part of it.."- 

Ben Davis spoke against "ail socialist parties which work in 
favor of the imperialists." He underlined that "the communist 
eafty of France spoke up against the persecution of communists 
here." 

Davis spoke of the rotten imperialists of France but lets not 
forget the American imperialists, They. are today the foundation 
of world imperialism." 

He stated that France now is a second-rate power and that "there 
can not be a stable government in France without the communist

New York. He called to "work here for the liberation of the 
negro people." 

Ben Davis stated that "there is in American only one political 
f»rce with a real future; a force which will lead to the libera- . 
tion of ail American people and to socialism,, the communist party 
of America." 

Davis told the audience that "this meeting tonight in such a 
hot whether underlines our optimism, will, confidence and 
determination, our party has a real future in America. We 
communists, here do our work without interference. We have our

Report on a class in Marxist theory held Thursday- 
evening, July 10, 1958 at Adelphi Hall, 74 5th Ave. The topic 
of the class or forum was "My Cross-Country Trip, " and the 
speaker was Gurley Plynn.' About thirty people were in attendance 
and a $1.00 admission fee was charged. The class opened with 
15 present at 8:30 PM and the remainder arrived after 9:00 P.M-. . 

Harold Collins made a few remarks before Flynn spoke. . 
He- made mention of the other classes held Tuesday and Wednesday 
eveftings.. The attendance at these classes has been the 
highest ever, between 20 and 30 people. Collins thought this 
showed that the people are realizing more each day the need for 
Marxist education. 

Plynn 'began by stating her visits to the West Coast 
were the first in 10 years. She noted a great change especially 
the rise in industry. Plynn said she was partial to the West 
Coast and thought the people there were more down to earth than 
those on. the East Coast . She mentioned that many New Yorkers 
can be found in Los Angeles and San Francisco and that she 
renewed many old friendships. Plynn- spoke at May Day rallies 
to over 1000 people in Los Angeles and 300 in San Francisco. 
Altogether she spoke at 14 affairs. During this time Flynn 
said she could not spend a dime. 

Plynn said the lack of youth at most of the affairs 
she spoke caused her some concern. Most of the people were 
middle - aged and up. At this point she mentioned of a group 
of youths who had founded a Marxist political club called the 
Young Political Explorers.- This, group founded, in Spokane, 
or Tacoma, Washington plane_ to Contact college clubs and get 
them interested in. Marxist debate. The club at present has 
about 40-50 members. 

Flynn said she recommended to the National Committee 
of the Communist Party that a new study be made of economic 
conditions on. the West Coast so that, it could be used by the 
comrades to meet changing .^conditions . She suggested that 
Victor Perlo do research on it. The changes in the lumber 
industry and the development of the aircraft industry make such 
a study necessary.

Flynn spoke about the Dr.- Roberts political campaign 
in California that netted 400-000 votes. She said most of 
the party members supported it. Flynn passed off the .resigna^ 
tion of 26 members of the Party in California as a good sign. 
She said this was a revisionist group and had lost contact with 
Marxist thought . Already three new members have taken their 
places and many new members. will soon be taken, in to fill the 
spots. She said she was suprised to hear that many comrades 
believed the res ignat ions"*meaht a crisis in the California 
party. She said it was not considered such in California. 

In the question and answer period that followed 
Flynn said the national committee of the party has delayed 
plans to move party headquarters to Chicago. A committee on 
this matter reported that a proper building could not be located 
and that other expenses would make it prohibitive. The matter 
will be .more fully discussed in six months . Flynn thought 
it would be many months before the Party will be in a position 
to bring back the Daily Worker. Flynn thought the West Coast ' 
has great possibilities for Party growth if gains can be made 
with the youth.

Carl Brodsky, member of the "Committee to Honor the 
Memory of Israels Amter 5 ordered the stationary for the above 
mentioned committee after he had a telephone consultation with 
Al Naidich.

Eugene Dennis and Robert Thompson assigned Elizabeth

because of Brodsky { s assistance he was marked (on the order 
to the printer) as the treasurer. 

The list of sponsors of the "cpmm 0 to honor the memory 
of Israel Amter" was approved by the National and N.Y. StaFe 
leadership of the Communist party. 

The Amter memorial and the publication of the book 
writen by Sadie Amter of which the "Committee to Honor the 
Memory of Israel Amter" is in charge, is being considered as a 
project of the National committee of the Communist party which 
also had to approve the soliciting . of funds by the "^Committee 
to Honor the Memory of Israel Amter." 

Some 500 letters asking for contributions were mailed 
out on July 14th, 1958 by Carl Brodsky, Charles Hendley and 
Al Naidich.

"DOROTHY HEALEY, who was supposed to have given 
Majority Report of the National Committee Meeting of the 
Communist Party, .in fact gave a Minority Report. She stated 
she would discuss content of National Committee discussions, 
on behalf of the So. Calif. District Boards give her own 
estimate of significance of developments, and present some of 
the questions of what the district proposes in, regard to 
activities and tasks facing the Communist Party. 

"A Sub-Committee of the National. Committee proposed 
that the question of moving the national headquarters of the 
Communist Party to Chicago be postponed for six months, at 
which time problem will be reviewed. Accepted unanimously. 
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"DOROTHY HEALEY spoke at length on the Dennis 
Report, which dealt with an estimate of the new situation in 
regard to the international questions as well as an estimate 
of the peace movement in the United States. Stated that the 
estimate of the 20th Congress of the Soviet Union has been 
proven correct. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY was critical of the fact that the 
Worker published an editorial on the Nagy execution prior to 
issuance of a statement by the National Committee of the 
Communist Party USA. She also read a resolution presented 
by some national committee members, of which she was one, 
on the Nagy executions, which was rejected by the main body 
of the National Committee. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY bitterly attacked Bob Thompson's 
report to the National Committee — stating she thought it 
was factional. She quoted out of content, which is her usual 
practice, from the Thompson report. Later in the conference 
she was criticized for this. 

"While DOROTHY HEALEY was giving the -report, which 
was very long, a member stood up and called for limiting her. 
She was given 10 more minutes to finish her report. Most of 
the people present were very angry with the report. 

"PETTUS (PETTIS) PERRY was asked to give a report 
for the Majority, in brief form. Stated that it will be some 
time before the Communist Party USA will be able to get 
unanimous decisions. on everything. However, every Comrad of 
all committees is duty bound to carry through resolutions and 
decisions, if the Communist Party is to get ahead. Further, 
said DOROTHY HEALEY made factional remarks i PERRY stated he 
would criticize the Dennis Report on fact instead of 
criticizing' the French Communist Party j would criticize the 
USA Communist Party. We should be critical of ourselves and 
not spend out time criticizing Communist Parties of other 
countries. He further stated that he cannot get excited about 
Nagy, et al executions when we have troops in 'Algeria, 
Lebanon, etc. 

"CAL GOODMAN, MAX STEINBERG, EMIL FREED, FRANK SPECTOR, 
JAMES FOREST, BERNIE LUSHER, HENRY SAZER, CHARLENE ALEXANDER, 
BILL TAYLOR, BEN DOBBS, ROSE CHERNIN, as Well as three or four 
others spoke. 

"It was obvious at this conference that the we are 
beginning to see more clearly how certain people stand — 
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"many up to now have been sitting on the fence, as it were, 
but are now being forced to take definite positions. The 
majority Of the people are with the DENNIS forces as opposed 
to DOROTHY HEALEY, et al. 

"MAX STEINBERG made a motion to remove DOROTHY 
HEALEY from the So. Calif * District chairmanship. This 
motion defeated.. Tabled by a vote of 68 for, 6 opposed, 
12 abstentions. It is obvious that some people did not 
vote. District- Convention to be held in early October 
(October 3-4-5), therefore motion was premature.

On Wednesday* August 20, 1958, PAT TOOHEY and MORRIS 
CHILDS, members of the National Appeals Committee of the Communist 
Party « USA, were discussing the work of the National Appeals CJom-

CHILDS told TOOHEY that BOB THOMPSON suggested that the 
National Appeals Committee ©lean its docket in order to be prepared 
for the new appeals which may be coming into the National Office 
as a result of the expulsions « First of all, ejxpulsions of the 
ultra«Left| and secondly , possible expulsions of Right wingers * 

The VIRGINIA GARDNER Case 

TOOHEY said that be had been in contact with TOM NABRIED j, 
the other member of the National Appeals Committee. NABRIED said 
that he has received some new. documents from VIRGINIA. GARDNER, and 
that she has some new complaints. TOOHEY said that GARDNER may be 
"cracked" or "a little off", brat she did send in some documents 
and NABRIED would make them available to CHILDS. CHILDS said he 
would send a letter to NABRIED asking. him for this material. 

The BILL TAYLOR Case 

TOOHEY said that he had heard that the BILL TAYLOR case 
is still a factional issue in California, and that BILL TAYLOR is 
rasing it in that sense. TOOHEY suggested that CHILDS might write 
to Southern California and ask what ' disposition was 'made' icf'this 
case. CHILDS commented that he worald discuss this case with BOB 
THOMPSON.

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THE. F^CROPHILIACS 

By Richard DeHaan 

The first question which an independent socialist 
should scsfc himself about the SWP -originated youth movemer, ■ 
concerns' his role vis-a-vis that party. It is unclear just 
what the purpose of the ideological confrontation currently 
being attempted is — as it is unclear how the actual political 
development of the IBM movement should be related to thit of 
the SWP, if any. The present discussion constitutes a n-^re 
extension cf the internal party debate to a slightly larger 
arena, although there remain_ large segments of it ope* only 
to adepts of the faith. This- being so, what are its effec- 
tives? Does the party wish tactical advice? In possession 
of the truth, it hardly requires it. Does it wish oar opinion 
of itself? I should have thought that our opinion was already 
expressed in the fact that we are outside the party. Vifc.> 
that it should drop dead. The first problem, then, 'is how 
independent socialists can intelligently engage in a dialogue, 
only half of which is visible to the naked eye^ 

The second problem has to do with the SWP'S 
commission of the ancient dialectical fallacy of confusing 
genesis, with evolution.. It has succumbed to the chafes of* 
our enemies in believing, or pretending to believe, that, 
because the SWP was instrumental in initiating this movement,', 
it is therefore similarly responsible for its development-* 
I am told that there are areas of the country in. which the 
IBM movement receives the unqualified backing of the' SWP'<* 
Within my experience, how$y#r.> the party's relation to the; 
youth movement has ranged i&m toleration through rivalry bo- 
sabotage. In addition, the organizational incompetence o.f 
many of its self-styled "Bolsheviks" and leaders of the ptf'Ql* 
etariat in our movement is so pathetic as to cause one to 
wonder whether they should be allowed to Walk the streets un- 
accompanied c 

The party has in general availed itself of one of 
movement . ~ "Tnl m^^^^^i^totf singly^whatever 
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individuals it can lay hands on, preferably rerouting 
their activities into party assignments, but if necessary 
allowing them to retain part-time commitments to the youth. 
During the early months of our movement, the party recruited, 
under this policy, a sizable number of our lukewarm youth 
contacts who to this day have difficulty in distinguishing 
. between Trotskyism and a hole in the ground. Because there 
was a question as to whether this policy was doing more 
damage to the SWP than to the youth, it has recently turned 
to the second course. This policy is one of instructing such 
activists as it has .allowed to remain in the youth movement 
to push the party line there for all it may be worth. It is 
expected that this policy will step b^ step move the youth 
movement en masse to the truth, there at last to find its home, 
in the Una Sancta Ecclesia . 

It is to this policy that I address myself in what 
follows. While party policy seems to be unified in this 
respect, the two areas of the periphery from which my infor- 
mation is drawn are those of the youth movement and the New 
York united ticket. It is especially in these two areas where 
a curious parallelism of party policy can be noted. 

When faced with this line, as YSF readers have been 
unremittingly, one is first caused to wonder why a party of 
such theoretical poverty and galloping senescence makes bold 
to teach, rather than to leam. In YSF #3* for example, 
virtually every article is unstinting in the praise which the 
authors generously heap upon themselves as representatives 
of the true proletarian vanguard. Nov;, what is this policy 
of "revolutionary socialism" over which they are all so 
rapturous? 

* 

As expressed by one cf its more moderate spokesmen,, 
James P Q Cannon, it is the regroup&ent of 11 the scattered 
socialist forces. ♦ , together in one common party organization. 11 
But what' was only implicit in Cannon's remarks, the notion 
that this party should consist of the SWP and the remains' of 
the CP (primarily the old PP and ALP),, has now' been made 
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explicit in many statements and actions of the party- 
leadership. The amorous inclinations harbored by the 
SWP-PC towards this corpse have been announced in a series 
.of -doctrinal retreats , by the formation of several intra- 
party oppositional groups, by the disaffection of many 
individual members* and above all by its tactics in the 
regroupment arena. While a catalogue of these internal 
difficulties woyld, I axa sure, be most interesting, the most 
important effect of this policy, that which affects the youth 
movement most strongly,, is the tactical one* 

Again, $, lengthy catalogue of the party's tactical 
retreats could be given ^ but a few examples must suffice, 
I have been serving on what is now known as the State 
Committee of the Independent-Socialist Party, the governing 
body of that party* In conjunction with several other members 
of the committee, I have been forced time and time again in 
the last several months to oppose the SWP 's .conciliation of 
the Stalinoids there. (As a result of this bloc against the 
SWP, George Stryker, an ex-SPer from Long Island who is also 
on the committee, has been recruited to the YSA, and numerous 
other supporters of an independent revolutionary socialist 
position have been organized,) While each of these issues has 
been a lesson in united front politics in itself, perhaps the 
most instructive was that of the candidates. 

Originally, a candidate of the stature of Myra 
Weiss for one of the top offices was discussed by the SWP 
leadership as being appropriate for the party 1 s representa-r 
tion on the ticket,- The party eventually watered this down 
to the suggestion of an unknown SWPer for the most minor 
place on the ticket. Yet^ when the time came to push for 
this minimal position, the party leadership simply folded up. 
It refused even to put the proposal in the form of a motion 
so that it could be voted. The leadership concedes that a 
majority of the .State Committee would support such a candi- 
dacy, Nevertheless it refused to push this-, or' any other 
independent qandldacy, preferring instead a slate composed 
entirely of former- ALP candidates. 
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After opposing this move in the State Committee , 
i went back to the YSA for a ratification of my position. 
The YSA endorsed unanimously the policy of tendency repre- 
sentation, and the following evening the YS Editorial Board 
did the same. The party still refused to budge. The most 
it could do in the interests of democracy was to issue dark 
warnings that I would likely find myself without support 
if i persisted in my deviationist tactics. Where it. had 
previously said that a ticket without SWP representation 
would get only critical support from the party, it now gushed, 
in response to Worker attack, that iter surrender simply 
proved how "pro-Soviet 11 it had been all the time. Every 
challenge to these conciliationist policies has been met with 
the traditional responses of demagogues everywhere: ominous 
remarks about upsetting the apple-cart, about the political 
life-ekpectancy of those •unable to see "the big picture" 
(sic) , and about the psychic quirks of those who foolishly 
insist on playing an independent role. 

These tactics continue up to the present. Only 
last week neighborhood petition rallies were convened ex- 
cluding SWPers and similar "anti-^Soviet" types—this with the 
knowledge and consent of the SWF tops. The party has also 
announced its final surrender pf those planks In its original 
Guardian ad calling for defense of civil liberties everywhere. 

The tragedy of these tactics is that they are not 
even necessary tq accomplish what it is that the party wants 
to accomplish. At the June 13-15 conference, it was voted 
by an overwhelming majority to repudiate further attempts 
by the Convening Coijsmittee (forerunner of the State Committee) 
to negotiate issues of substance with the CP. Nevertheless,, 
the SWP tops fought a* resolution introduced by Comrade Stryker, 
myself and several others binding the Committee to this 
mandate. Similarly, the old ALP yank and file have shown 
themselves far advanced over their self-styled leaders In 
their disinclination to get involved in a repetition of the 
AEP, Comrade Stryker and I have had comments from literally 
dozens of these people endorsing* our policies in attempting 
to preserve this as a truly united and democratic party. 
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The irony of these tactics is that, far from 
appeasing these people, they even tend to exclude them* 
Former top ALP leaders have stayed out of this ticket 
because of its close identification with those who did the 
hatchet job for the CP on the old *ALP e In addition,, many 
independents , such as Dr. Otto Nathan and Conrad Lynn,, have 
steered clear because of the Stalinoid atmosphere. This is 
not to mention the many left-wing social democrats, third 
campers, pacifists and other independent socialists who are 
being frozen out by the SWP's conciliationist policies. 
Above all, however, the lack of a clear position on civil 
liberties, the Soviet Union, etc., renders it extremely 
difficult to appeal to innocents becoming interested in 
socialism for the first' time. This absolutely fundamental 
task of the movement is being short -changed, in favor of paci-* 
fying a pitifully few Stal^noids. The ticket has been sub- 
jected to attacks by both capitalist and socialist press for 
its silence on these crucial issues — for example, Hungary — , 
and has not had a worql to say in its defense. 

The SWP conceives its amours with the corpse of 
the CP to be still in the negotiation stage. It therefore 
refused to let the J, ;bloc" become a democratic organ, despite 
the demands <?f the rank and file*. Consequently, when an inde- 
pendent majority could be got for decent actions, the SWP • 
demurs for fear of driving out the Stalinoid minority.-' It 
systematically ignores the facts of recent political life': 
(1) that the CP can no longer control its periphery,, as dem- 
onstrated in the Plynn-Cowley campaign and at* the June con*- 
ference, (2) that there is no real danger of a split anyway, 
since the .minority swallowed a much more bitter pill at that 
conference, a repudiation by the vast majority, and still , 
came back, (3) that there is not enough left to raid, and 
(4) that it is largely itself and the YSA which constitutes 
the backbone of" the actual campaign work. 

Because the SWP and the Stalinoids consider this 
party to be fundamentally a bloc between themselves rather 
than the establishment of a truly independent socialist party, 
they have restricted the policy machinery to themselves. 
Platform^ candidacies., finances, ' etc. , have all been decided 
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by negotiation between the SWP arid ALP tops, usually without 
the matter ever being submitted to the State Committee* Just 
this week, for example, the SWP united with the ALP to beat 
down a proposal to" that committee by Comrade Stryker and 
myself that major policy statements and decisions be. approved 
by it. 

Now, this conciliationist line is being carried 
over fundamentally intact to the youth movement. All 
criticism of the line in the youth is countered by magis<r 
terial pronouncements that the ticket is of too great impor- ' 
tance to be carping "about. Here, too, a truly democratic 
structure has yet to be erected in place of the "bloeV Here, 
too, the conceit is harbored that a new movement can be built" 
by reshuffling the remains of the SWP and CP-ralthough in 
this case, they are the second-generation brats thereof in 
whom hope for the future of socialism is' lodged * Here, too, 
a Stalihoid minority (but. no other kind) can blackmail the 
majority. Here, too, the SWP majorityites jine is negotiation 
with the corpse of the' CP* That this line is being exported 
to the youth movement is evident from the policies which the 
SWP majorityites have been pushing for the forthcoming con*, 
ference. Just as in the I-SP, while they do not particularly 
desire to, exclude third camp and independent socialists, they 
are nevertheless ready to sacrifice them' if that be required 
in order to get into bed with the LYLers. This is made clear 
above all by Comrade Lambrecht's line on the defense of the 
Soviet Union: an insistence that this one aspect of the total 
SWP position be singled out as a minimal condition of partici- 
pation in the new national movement. 

To exclude independent socialists from such a move- 
ment, to niake the IBM movement an SWP tail, to follow the SWP 
in. its disastrous course of organizational unity with the 
remains. of the CP— ^t his way lies madness and a repetition of 
the tragedies which have already reduced the movement to 
impotence. In a. youth movement left free to criticize, in 
one dedicated wholeheartedly to the fight for socialism every?- 
where, in one uncompromised by suicidal liaisons with the 
discredited Fostorite hahg§rs~on, in one oriented not towards 
negotiation but towards recruitment- *here is' the future of ~ 
the' 'socialist youth movement . ■ ' "~ ■ 
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I have not meant to impugn , in what* was said above , 
the sincerity and good will of the many individual SWP members 
who have supported the youth movement and the cause of inde- 
pendent socialism to the full extent of their abilities • 
Indeed, it is only the fact that so very many of them have 
forthrightly expressed themselves as opposed to the present' 
policies of their leaders that gives me any hope for this 
alliance t 

As SWP members, our SWP youth comrades are concerned 
with their party 5 s fortunes * It so happens that the fortunes 
of the party at the present are tied, through the actions of 
its leaders, to the prospect of leading the Fosterite hangers- 
on into the paths of righteousness, i.e. of capturing them for 
the party. That is their business, and it may even be a legit- 
imate project for them. But they can hardly expect others to 
share their pedagogical ambitions. What is illegitimate, is 
the attempt to make the youth' movement an offspring of this 
marriage of convenience. Independent socialists will fight 
that policy to' it§ death.

The chairman of this meeting was another official of 
the camp* A man about 55 * gray hair, 5' 6", 170 lbs e , fair with 
tan. He introduced Scott Gray,, a farmer-lawyer who is running 
on the ISP ticket.. He is a man about 55, gray hair and slight 
moustache, fair, 5*9", 150 lbs*, He described himself as a 
fighter for civil liberties and civil rights and a farmer who 
will fight for? the ticket and said that he expects the party 
being formed to play a great role in N.Y> State politics.

Mr. Davies who was the main speaker of the meeting 
and took the rest of the time. He discussed his tour of Europe 
and the Middle East. He told of .the desires everywhere for peace 
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from the throngs in Moscow who tried to question him to workers 
in East Berlin, He refused to engage^.'in any outright criticism 
of American foreign policy because he said he was a guest in this 
country and said he would not tell American how to run their 
affairs. He told of the great fears everywhere of atomic war?- 
fare and how the British Labor Party had been able several times 
to act to prevent possible blow»uos 0 He referred to the British*- 
French Suez campaign and the Korean war dismisssal of MacArthur s - 
as evidence of the influence which the British Labor Party has 
had and pointed out the structure of' the party which rests on' 
the trade unions „ He said the tactic to be followed is to ' 
build the labor forces and then to organize politically. It 
cannot be done the other way round which is the way it is being 
done in America and France. However this does not mean- that 
because Labor's political conscience is asleep' that no attempt 
to build socialist parties should not be attempted and it was' 
here that he gave his praise of the ISP attempt to "build a 
■socialist party in New York States He told of how gratified 
he was to see the people he saw at Camp Wingdale and how it 
had increased his high hopes for America in building socialism. 
Hesaid there was nothing like it in England. He said that the 
American labor movement was slow getting started but took great 
leaps and strides and likewise it will be with socialism once 
the working masses catch on it catch fast and leap far ahead 
of many other countries. 

He said the main task in the present crisis was like othe: 
such crises which is to keep America and the Soviet Union from 
blundering into war because of accidents and foolish moves by 
hotheads . 

Eleanor Ferrie took the f looi? to ask for' an auction 
of some of Mr. Davies pamphlets which he autographed. She pointed

After the int e emission for the payment of dues and 
pledges j, Murry Weiss gave his report- He. began with some 
solemn words on the anniversary of the assassination of 
Trotsky by the Staliniots some eighteen years ago. He linked 
this crime of the Stalinists bureaucracy to' the ISP campaign 
here in New York State. He said that this campaign was the 
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medium by which we are building the' Trotskyist party. He 
reviewed the history of the formation of th__ ISP and the 
Stalinist attempt to smash it. He reported the latest 
developments. Many of the Stalinist rank and file are wavering 
under the pressure of the C«P 9 leadership which has now 
embarked on an all-out campaign to wreck the ticket. All of 
the candidates have responded to the Stalinist attempt by 
refusing to resign from the ticket. 

He said the key to the success of the new party is 
now in the signature campaign which is lagging in the city 
whereas upstate it has been successful. The goal is still 
20,000 signatures for the city.. The SWP must go all out in 
the signature campaign and toward this end a whole crew of 
fulltime petitioners have been set up. He stressed that the 
whole ISP campaign will fail and the SWP will fail if the 
required signatures are not gotten in the next ten days. 

He told the comrades that the whole country had 
its eyes on New York State. A San Francisco conference had 
been called similar' to the one called last June in New York 
composed of the same elements;, SWP members, CP., rank and 
filers, ALP and Guardianites for the purpos.e of waging a 
campaign for socialism in California next Spring. Also in 
Seattle, Washington a similar conference was held composed 
of the exact same forces. There is one in process in the 
Bay area. Everything hinges on the getting of the required 
signatures in New York. If the signatures are gotten there 
is great hope for the party nationally. The party considers 1 
this so important that" if enough signatures are not gotten 
by Labor Day week-end, the SWP will cancell the all-important 
Labor Day week-end. This will mean an important loss in 
revenue for the party which could mean that there will be 
no Trotskyist school this fall.- The leadership considers 
the campaign of sufficient importance that it is willing to 
risk this . 

He then went into a pep-talk for all out drives, for 
the required signatures. He said that there was no abandonment 
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of party principles involbed. It is rather a strengthening, 
-of the Trots'kyist position aimed at the building of a 
revolutionary, proletarian, bolshevik party in America,

However, 
he was going back to get into action on it- — and asked Ben 
to continue organizing support on the N.Y, end J 1 1 

Ben greeted the CP members present, and had a special word for 
the non-members who have also been working hard. He said there 
is no conflict of interest between the PRP & the CP-nor between 
either & the people of Harlem. 

Ben cited the real unity in the CP-despite those who tried to 
divide it from wi thin-as against the schisms in Dera,,Reps & 
Lib parties. He said out of the inner-party struggles, is 
emerging a new strong unity "a new Party!"

Chairman, LOUIS WEINSTOCK,-. called the meeting to order 
at 8:00 P. M. and stated the agenda would be as follows: a 
report oxi Distributive by JACK (FINN),; a report on the staff 
by MIKE (DAVIDOW); nominations and elections. 

MIKE DAVIDOW stated the finance Secretary (industrial 
Division) is Comrade LOUIS From Distributive (DINNERSTEIN) , 
He stated that* most of the comrades did not know him and he 
introduced him formally-.- 

JACK FINN in his report on the Distributive Region 
stated that of 35^000 members in Local 65 of the DPOWA 
(Distributive Processing and Office Workers of America) 1800 
to 2000 were unemployed. These unemployed were mainly textile 
and direct mail employees the majority of whom were Negroes 
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and Puerto Ricans. He continued that the unemployed should 
attend local union meetings. It was his recommendation that 
unemployment benefits should be extended to six months-. 
FINN announced that 1500 copies of the CP program on 
unemployment were distributed at the union convention in Chicago 
and he commented that these leaflets were well received by the . 
workers. He commented that the workers recognized the CP 
victories in their behalf and he believed £he party was gaining 
respectability amongst the workers 1 FINN commented that the 
CP attended a meeting of Local 1199, a druggist union, and 
a question of the NAACP was brought up, $his gave them an 
opportunity to get a Negro Trade Unionist Committee for ADAM 
CLAYTON POWELL formed. The CP should implement the campaign 
in behalf of POWELL according to FINN. FINN continued that 
'District 65 was the biggest local in the international union, 
and was composed of 29 locals (District . 65). He continued. ' 
that Local 1199 was a separate local of retail workers and 
the Distributive Region had members in every local of District 
65- and also in 1199, FJNN stated that the CP had 30 stewards 
in District 6.5. He continued that he was elected Regional 
Organizer of the Distributive Region whose membership was now 
between 120-125 in 18 active clubs. 

FINN announced that he had a list of 15O people, and 
it was only a question of visiting them in order to get them 
to return to CP membership. He stated "there are 7 in Department 
Store and 15 -20 more to be brought back in 0 Drugs will get 
back 15 or 20 people". FINN stated he carries index cards of 
names of people to be contacted, and hs->believed by the end of 
the year he would have 150 people back in the CP, He continued 
that, the party is now functioning and the comrades have 
"$ie Worker" handed to them in front of union halls and meeting 
places. He continued that any honest person can return to the CP 
even if they have? differences, but they must be able to 
reasonably work out any deviation. FINN stated that each 
member of the Distributive Region is contacted every two weeks. 
He concluded by stating his region had some $800.- 00 for the 
Party Fund Drive. 
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LOUIS WEINStOcK stated that numerous unions in New 
York Gity 'had Communist leaders .in the past. He commented, 
that Communist leaders who quit the Party now lead anti-Communist . 
movements and campaigns in unions under aflti-r Communist labels 
to get the support of union leaders. The CP must concentrate 
on carefully selected unions which have been hard hit by 
unemployment and attempt to get- BEs^DP members' to return. 
TDistrict 65 offers a good opportunity for obtaining 
£x-CP members /should be worked on to get them back into the Party. 

JACK FINN stated "SI (PERLMUTTER) is back in the Club. 
EUNICE (TUCKER) left the. Barkis EE1ES- (BALDINO ) does not want

LOUIS DINNERSTEIN discussed the POWELL Campaign, and 
the necessity for getting trade union workers to vote the 
POWELL ticket. He mentioned the Distributive Region was vigorously 
participating in the POWELL Campaign. 

ESTHER CANTOR stated it was essential for POWELL 
to win the primary election and all problems of the Negro 
Labor Alliance would be intensified unless there was a POWELL 
victory. She commented that every Negro canvasser of 
Tammany Hall from all of the city were 'concentrating in 
Harlem to .defeat POWELL, She mentioned that the campaign 
must be intensified in Local 1199 as the Druggists in Harlem 
can wield great influence in the community. She commented 
that 24,000 millinery workers who are shipping' clerkscan also 
exert great pressure in behalf of POWELL » 

She announced "the Party is calling a city-wide 
conference of functionaries on Friday, July l8that 8:00 P, M. 
at Yugo Hall,-, rfiobiiization- for power and party campaign 

will be presented 1 ,-. She continued that they would set up a 
sub-committee consisting of JACK ('FINN) LOUIS ( WEINSTOCK)' 
and herself to explore on possibilities for full' mobilization 
of the POWELL campaign. 
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MIKE DAVIDOW gave a report oh the Industrial Staff. 
He stated the staff proposed that an Executive Board of the 
Industrial Division should he elected* : This Executive Board 
would not bypass or usurp the authority of the Industrial Board. 
He stated that the following would protect the authority of 
the Industrial Board:. . 

1. The meetings and decisions of the Executive Board 
would be presented to the Industrial Board for acceptance.. 
Decisions would not be official policy until the Industrial 
Board passed on them. 

"2. The Executive Board would tour the industries and 
make reports regarding them to inform, the Industrial Board on 
problems, of the industries. He continued that the staff believed 
the Executive Board should consist of 8 members. It was his 
belief that they/reduce this number without removing officers of 
the Industrial Division of the three Rr/'.. l/^.nlsers on the 
Executive Board. 

The following eight people were proposed for membership 
on the Executive Board:

There was a vote on the acceptance of* the formation- 
of an Executive Board. This vote was carried and the above 
eight people elected, - 

MIKE DAVIDOW stated that a member of the National 
Committee from the Industrial Division resigned for personal" 
reasons and the Industrial Staff unanimously proposed BILL 
ALBERTSON to be the National Committee member from Industrial 
Division* DAVIDOW. stated that ALBERTSON had much experience,, 
was formerly Labor Secretary of the Industrial Board; and 
i^as presently ISxectttive Secretary of the New York District 
CP which is composed of- more then one ha^f of the CP, USA 
membership. DAVIDOW nominated ALBERTSON on behalf of the 
Industrial Staff to be National Committee- Representative of

"This la an office! latter to both the YFSt and YSL 
and we request that the national bedis* of both organisation 
take up the pointa in this letter and send us an official 
reply. In view of the pending dissolution of the USL to 
be folio wad by the individual Joiag. of the YfSL by most of 
the YSL members we wish to clarifjoertain points as to the 
relation of the ♦merged' organisation with the rest of the 
socialist youth movement iri this country, 

. "The Yoo ap doolallat. America 'a only nationwide 
socialist youth newspaper, i*S supporters and some 13 youth 
clubs throughout the country to wnioh it gives expression, 
have from their very birth sought to unify all seeiSliat 
youth into a common organisation. We stand at this moment, 
as we have fro* pur very once tlon for the unity of the 
Young Socialist League, Young"fceoples Socialist Lcftgae, 
independents and former members of the Labor Youth League 
into one organisation. 

"V* stand ready at this tine to enter into immediate 
negotiations with the YSL and YPSL as amove toward this end. 
We Specifically aek the YSL end YPSL to enter into negociations 
with us. prior to taking any final steps on their oi*» merger. 
We, on our part, desire such negoclatlon in order to clarify 
the situation in the youth field prior to the holding of our 
National Conference in December. 

"Should it toe impossible at this time to bring about 
the organic unity of all socialist youth* it still may bo 
possible for the different youth organisation, publications 
and local youth clubs to work togather on those issues ahere 
there is agreement* tfe favor a united front of all socialist 
and wortdng elass youth, including young members of the 
Coraauniat Party as well as any other party, in order to 
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"advance the struggle fOi» peace, for integration, for civil 
liberties and for socialism in our own country. We seek a 
formal statement from the YSL ar«d vpsL as to their willingness 
to so cooperate with other voting socialists arid workers. 

"The desire of the YPSL, which is affiliated with 
the Socialist Party-Social Democratic Federation, or the 
YSL wiiich supports politically the 3P-SDF, for united action 
is put somewhat in doubt by the actions of the 3P-SDF recently 
against the YOUNG S0CILI3T. The 3P-S3P leaders iiave 
characterized the YS as having 'no greater claim to the name 
'socialist' than the Communist Party or the National Socialists 
of Germany.' Since tiiere ia the clear implication that we are 
in effect Racists' and since socialists are opposed to united 
fronts with fascists, it seems clear that the SP-3PF for one 
is opposed to united action with us. It is hoped that young 
people sympathetic or affiliated with this organization do 
not hold a similar view. We therefore seek a formal 
statement as to the views of the YSL and YPSL on thl3 question. 

"One of the issues most frequently discussed among 
socialists these days is electoral action. There ia a growing 
awareness among radicals of all shades of opinion of the need 
for united electoral activity in exposition to the two major 
capitalist parties. The YOUNG SOCIALIST strongly favors such 
electoral action and is its supporting club in New York City, 
the Young Socialist Alliance, is one of the main supporters 
of the United Socialist ticket movement in New York State. 

"we noted with sadness that at %%$ last convention 
the SP-SDF came out against united tlectoaml action with those 
who it considers to be 'Trotakyists' or 'Communists' and 
opened the door for support of the capitalist parties bj 
members and locals of the SP-3DF. We hope that the YP3L does 
not agree with this position and therefore seek clarification 
on this point from the YPSL. 

"The YSL held a referenda* at the time of the 195o 
elections in which it voted in favor of support to all 
socialist parties running in the election by a large majority. 
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Since, to oar knowledge, no national convention has since 
overruled this membership decision, we therefore assume 
the Y3L still holda thia view. If such is the case, we hope 
that ti»e Y3L will enter into discussions with us at the 
earliest possible moment on wa^s and means of furthering 
united electoral action to oppose the two capitalist parties. 

"We hope to hear from jou on the auove questions 
as Boon as possible. We promise to consider with utmost 
carefulness and seriousness vour answers to these questions. 
The possibility of united socialist youth movement hangs in 
the balance.

'Dear Comrade 



'Wo have received :,our letter with x-e^arii to your 
proposal of discussions Between the supporters of the Young 
Socialist , the Young Socialist League, and the Young People '3 
Socialist League. The YPSL and YSL are answering this letter 
Jointly in view of our cormnon position on the question and 
our impending merger into a single organization* 

We must first state that we regard . our procedure 
as unusual, since your arc, of course, quite aware of our 
attitude on the subject. The YSL policy was determined by 
the YSL Convention of 1937 in Which you were a participant. 
The suggestion you now make is a repetition of the one which 
was overwhelmingly rejected ty the YSL membership after a 
proloriged, democratic discussion. For- these reasons, it appears 
to us that your letter, at least as far as you are personally 
concerned, is in the nature of a propagandists maneuver rather 
than a i^erious proposal • However, we will restate one of our 
main considerations on this subject since we are quite sure 
that others among you, who had not previously been in the 
YSL are sincere in their desire to direct such a letter to uu. 



For the general statement of the YSL position, we 
are enclosing a copy of the YSL 1957 Convention resolution on 
socialist regroupment . Tho YPSL, in its 1937 Convention, 
adopted a resolution on socialist unification, a copi of 
which is enclosed* We trust that you will circulate these 
among your uembers and friends who wish to know our full 
policy. Needless to say, we stand by these documents, and 
currently look forward to our inrainent .merger. 
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"On one point, however, we would llfee to restate our 
attitude In this letter. It concern* your conception of an 
'Independent' youth organization, m recent tlraea we have 
become mora convinced than ever or the rlghtness of linking 
the perspectives for youth units with those for adult 
regroupment. Thus, we are preparing to hold a convention 
for the purpose of forming the largest organisation of 
democratic socialist youth seen in this country for a decade, 
one which will be affiliated to the Socialist Party -Social 
Democratic Federation. 

"First of all, we believe that our relation with 
adult regroupment Is crucial to the fate of the socialist 
movement as a whole. We see the SP-3DF as the focus fbr a 
revival of American socialism in general, we feel that it 
can reach out to trade unionists, Megro militants, intellectuals 
and youth, *and unite them In a single party of democratic 
socialism. We have been more and more convinced during the 
past year that the response to this development among 
unaffiliated socialist and among those now coming to socialism 
for the first time will mean a major breakthrough for the 
movement. 

"Consequently, wo are going to build a youth 
organization which will be a loyal, affiliated section of the 

'Secondly, we believe -that there are political and 
practical problems which make youth 'independence* unworkable. 
Politically, we're ccwBaitted to an organization which is 
broad within the context of dedication to the principles of 
denoo ratio socialism. We feel that your venture has 
demonstrated the non-viability of a group which attempts to 
temporise with basic political questions. As we have watched 
your development, we have noted that various concessions, . 
designed to smooth over fundamental antagonisms, have not 
been satisfactory to anyone — not to those who make the 
concessions, not to those for whom they are made. 
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"On practical grounds, too, He reject the notion of 
youth 'independence'. We know full well how difficult it 1b 
to maintain a youth organisation. The YSL haa aaid before 
and repeats no*, that the YSL'a very existence haa been made 
possible only because of the fraternal aid of the XSLi the 
YP3L is, of course, affiliated to the SrVSBP. we believe 
that your experience demonstrates that an attempt at youth 
'independence* means actual domination of the sroup by an 
adult tendency, or else continuous and paralyzing internal 
squabbles. 

"Our common perspective, we feel, is now being 
vindicated, we will soon go forward as an integral part of 
a nationwide growth of democratic socialism under the banner 
of the Srvsifir. So far, every indication which you have given 
is in opposition to these basic notions. For this reason, we 
see no possihD.it> of fruitful discussions at this time. 

"In closing, let ue say that if your group la 
sincerely and honestly concerned with the problem* raised in 
the letter^ then you must take blame for frustrating their 
wishes. You, certainly, were aware of our attitude when you 
drafted the communication. We therefore must say that we feel 
that these old-fashioned maneuvers hardly serve the cause of 
socialist unity— and that they are an affront to those of 
your members who were not as well informed as you. If we are 
to remain In separate organizations, and that certainly 
appears to be the case, the cooperation which you profess 
to seek will not be furthered by such tactics.

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Remy airtel, 9/15/58, captioned "SAM MILLER; SM-rC," 
in which it was stated that MILLER, District Press Director from 
San Francisco, was presently on a trip which would last into 
1/59* and was talking to people connected with "the paper." 
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a man who identified himself 
MILLER visited CP Headquarters, Room 700, Shubert Building, 

Philadelphia, Pa., about noon, 9/15/58. 
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MILLER spoke at length with JAMES DOLSEN, District Press Director, 
Communist Party of Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware (CPEPD), 
about DOLSEN's background. 

DOLSEN told MILLER he had not been in California since 
1923, but both DOLSEN and MILLER recognized each other without 
either recalling the name of the other party. DOLSEN stated he 
had been tried in California in 1920 for violation of the State 
Sedition law. He said he defended himself and the trial resulted 
in a hung jury. Two years later in 1922, he was tried on the same 
charges with four other individuals in Oakland, Calif., and had 
defended himself and the other four, and again the trial resulted 
in a hung jury. DOLSEN remarked that the chief prosecutor at 
the latter trial was the present Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court EARL WARREN, who was the laughing stock of California for 
a period following this trial. DOLSEN said he was then sent as 
a delegate to the convention in New York City which brought the 
Party out into the open in 1922. DOLSEN said while he was in 
New York City, he was notified that the term of court had 
expired and the courts could no longer bring DOLSEN back to 
California to stand trial. DOLSEN said he had previously been a 
delegate and chairman of the California Delegation at the 1919 
Socialist Party Convention when that group split. He said he had 
gone with the Wagenknecht group and became its secretary after 
returning to California. DOLSEN continued by stating that in 
1937 or 1938, he, together with 30 others in Pittsburgh, were 
tried on the fraudulently obtaining of signatures to election 
petitions at a time when DOLSEN was Communist candidate for 
Pennsylvania State Legislature. He said he had been convicted 
on this charge and served ten months of a one year sentence in 
a workhouse. DOLSEN said he also had been kidnapped at 6:00 a.m. 
one day by the Dies Un-American Activities Committee in Pittsburgh, 
Pa. , and had been taken by airplane to Washington, but his 
case was thrown out of Federal Court because the investigators 
used an illegal device in making the arrest. DOLSEN related 
that following this, ANDREW ONDA, STEVE NELSON and DOLSEN had been 
tried on a charge of violation of the Pennsylvania State Sedition 
Act and were convicted, followed shortly thereafter by the Pitts- 
burgh Smith Act trial where he also was a defendant. He said 
the Pittsburgh Sedition Act trial was carried to the Supreme 
Court and the conviction was reversed only after he had served 
a number of months in prison. 

MILLER said he had left Los Angeles in 8/58, but was 
not any longer living in Los Angeles since he had moved to Venice 
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(California) about a month before he left on the trip and had 
not attended any meetings during that time. He said he had been 
in the Philadelphia Office of the n Morning Preiheit 11 newspaper 
on the morning of 9/15/58, and had spoken to (ABE) SOKOLOV 
(Philadelphia Manager and CPEPD District Treasurer). MILLER 
related that SOKOLOV suggested he stop over at the CP office so 
he did in order to "get connected with the Party. 11 He said he 
wanted to pick up some CP literature and catch up on CP news* 

DOLSEN inquired whether MILLER had seen the PAUL ROBESON 
book ( n Here I Stand"). MILLER said he had purchased this book 
previously. DOLSEN remarked that he had already sold 319 copies 
of this book and it was such an easy book to" sell that DOLSEN 
felt the CP might be able to get unemployed people to sell copies 
of this book and make some money for themselves. 

DOLSEN remarked that the CP was holding, the Party*s 
Anniversary Celebration (39th Anniversary Celebration) in New York 
City on 9/26/58* andlt would be held at Carnegie Hall. MILLER 
said he had many places to go and did not know whether he would 
be able to attend this meeting or not. 

MILLER inquired regarding the status of the Party at 
present and was told that the Party is in very bad shape because 
of different factions that are fighting. DOLSEN said there was 
one faction of the so-called right and there was additional 
trouble in the Northwestern United States centering around PETTIS 
PERRY* who was head of the Washington State Bureau of "Peopled 
World. 11 DOLSEN stated the trouble apparently originated at a 
picnic held sometime previously at which there were three leaders 
of the Socialist Workers Party present who were assaulted by 
some of the CP members* even though the SWP people had been 
invited. There was quite a fuss raised over this incident* 
according to DOLSEN* because PERRY published an apology to the 
SWP leaders for this attack. DOLSEN added that as a result of 
the publication of this apology* he was replaced on the Bureau. 
PERRY then issued a statement to a Seattle paper that he had 
been a socialist labor man and a Communist* but now he had nothing 
to do with Communism. 

DOLSEN and MILLER then discussed the unemployment 
situation and both were in agreement that the aircraft industry 
had many Government contracts cancelled and these contracts were 
being replaced with contracts for missiles which require far 
less employees and result in additional unemployment. DOLSEN 
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said he felt the Eisenhower Administration was* shifting to 
emphasis on missiles rather than airplanes as an economy 

move, DOLSEN stated that even big business elements were 
becoming apprehensive about the future. 

DOLSEN also said the trouble with the Par East Foreign 
Policy is that there is the danger that anything could happen 
at any time if one of the shells from the Chinese mainland was 
aimed "a little out of line" and struck an American ship. 

DOLSEN said he felt that the Party was breaking out 
of its past difficulties although the progress was very slow. 
MILLER remarked that 36 people had resigned from the National 
Committee (CPUSA), and ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was very critical 
of the National Committee. MILLER said that the people in San 
Francisco favor the rank and file, and when there is a factional 
fight in the National Committee, they do not know what group to 
side with and merely grope around. 

DOLSEN remarked that he felt the trouble with the 
comrades who complain is that they are all idealists who thought 
that after the framework had been laid, everything would 
automatically fall in place and there would be a grand socialist 
society. DOLSEN thought they apparently forgot about other problems 
which arise and which unsettle these complainers. He said that in 
the building of the socialist system in Russia it should have been " 
anticipated, if a person was realistic, that a man of STALIN ! s 
type was necessary to make things fall into line. DOLSEN said 
situations are constantly changing so that the Party has to face 
tremendous problems all the time. 

MILLER stated that it is now an established fact that 
Socialism works because the Russians have proved it and millions 
of people have changed their minds and feelings in regard to 
Russia when they realized that many difficult things had been 
accomplished in Russia. He* said this had made the CP position 
much better (in the minds of the public). DOLSEN said many of 
the things that happened in Russia and are still happening had 
a very definite effect on Communists and sympathizers in the West. 
He cited the Hungarian situation and said that a similar situation 
could easily arise in Poland. 

MILLER thought the Soviet Union was making tremendous 
progress and the cultural change (in the United States) had been 
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tremendous. He said the people now have great sympathy for the 
Soviet Union and are very impressed over the emphasis on 
education and improvements that Russia has made. 

Returning to the subject of the CP, DOLSEN felt that 
the comrades have been so busy fighting each other in the recent 
past that they have lost sight of their goal and that unity was 
the principal need of the CP at present. MILLER remarked the 
same situation was in effect when the CP was first organized. 

DOLSEN felt that additional leaflets should be given 
out to the public dealing with unemployment and other issues, 
and that "The Worker" should be used to a greater degree. MILLER 
claimed that the CP still has prestige among the workers even 
though the story has been spread around that there is no longer a 
CP in the United States. 

MILLER stated that in the Jewish communities in Los 
Angeles, it had been necessary to disband the cultural clubs. 
However, he felt that the true comrades had not changed and 
could be called upon at any time. MILLER said these people will 
support anything the CP does. MILLER said there are a lot of 
people in his club who were active in the IWO and still questioned 
many things. MILLER said the cultural clubs are not nationally 
coordinated, but these clubs are working in every large city 
organizing the city life and working for the future as far as 
the "progressive movement" is concerned, MILLER stated the 
reason for his being in Philadelphia was that the "progressive 
movement" was growing in greater proportions than any other phase, 
probably because the Jewish population is increasing. He estimated 
that Los Angeles probably has over 450,000 Jews and that there 
are more than 400,000 Jews in Philadelphia and Chicago. MILLER 
quoted ABE S0K0L0V as saying that the Jewish progressive movement 
constitutes the older element and is largely the Jewish-speaking 
element. MILLER said that Los Angeles and Miami are natural 
places for this element to settle. 

(MILLER gave the informant the impression that he was 
trying to get information, regarding the extent of the progressive 
Jewish groups in the larger cities, the identity of potential 
or actual contributors to the CP, possibly for the purpose of 
organizing and controlling these groups on a national scale.) 

DOLSEN inquired about the financial condition of the 
"People's World" newspaper. MILLER said the paper had almost 
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completed its campaign and was far better off financially than 
"The Worker." MILLER said he understood that the people in New 
York are lagging greatly in their financial obligations, and he 
did not know how they could be roused from their financial 
complacency. MILLER said, "You are going to have to get people 
who can really reach the members. You cannot afford to wait. 
You have to reach them now. It is more important for the people 
in New York than the people in the West," adding that he thought 
"we would work out of this situation." DOLSEN agreed that he 
felt the CP had "about hit the bottom." 

MILLER said that the element that had left the Party 
did so under the illusion there was a possibility of proving 
a mass party of Socialism in the United States is a "rightist" 
idea* MILLER -said this was an illusion and they should realize 
that. He said these people think the Party is stifling itself 
and is not working toward this end. MILLER said he had read 
their declaration (apparently the 26 right-wing California 
leaders who resigned) and they said they would promise to work 
for the movement and promise to work for the "People's World." 
MILLER added it is known that this group conducts educational 
programs but does not feel they can continue in this fashion 
very long. 

MILLER said he intended to leave for Atlantic City, 
N.J., shortly and would stay there for about one month < He said 
he had made sure through ABE SOKOLOV that he would get the 
"Morning Freiheit" paper while in Atlantic City because SOKOLOV 
told him where to purchase copies. MILLER said, "I'm going 
hard for these comrades here." Both DOLSEN and MILLER agreed 
that the New Jersey organization (of the CP), like much of the 
CP throughout the United States, is in bad shape. MILLER said 
he felt the CP was holding together fairly well in Atlantic {City. 

Review and study of the above information indicates 
that MILLER is either searching out new sources of funds for the 
CP and/or making a study of the Jewish Cultural Clubs throughout 
the- country, preparatory to "amalgamating these groups into a 
national organization. If Los Angeles has any information regarding 
the itinerary of MILLER, other than the indefinite itinerary 
set out in this airtel, it is requested it be furnished to the 
pertinent offices.

I. am sure that you have heard the good news that the last New York Smith 
Act convictions vsre reversed on Aug. 5th by the U.S. Court of Appeals and the 
indictment dismissed. This action was based on the Supreme Court decisions in 
the California and Connecticut cases. It is the .ninth Smith Act prosecution to 
•collapse The court states" that a call to action -is re.quired rather than a mere 
belief or advocacy of an abstract coctrine. This should spfeed the end of pending 
cases in Michigan, Ohio, Missouri, and Colorado. 

The conspiracy section of the Smith Act hasn't a leg to. stand on today. No 
one of us should have been convicted or sentenced under it. But are we through 
with the Smith Act? Can we write its obituary? Far from It! Like an octopus 
it stretches put its tentacle of a m embership clause to try Scales, Hellman, 
Lightfoct and others. Ai*3 the painful fact confronts -us that two of our best 
loved comrades, Gil Green and Henry Winston, face five more years Ih federal 
prisons. They went there in February 1956 and have already served the three 
year contempt sentences which were added to their original five year Smith Act 
sentences, which now should b>e vacated under the decisions of the courts in so 
many similar cases,. Today is the most appropriate time to act on their behalf . 
I am writing this letter to urge th^t we, as National Committee members, set an 
example for all other comrades, in assuming personal responsibility for the nec- 
essary work in our districts to speed their release. The organized campaign on 
their behalf is, l) for Parole", and 2) for Amnesty*. 

Comrades Winston and Green will be, eligible f x>r parole this Fall and are 
making applications to the October meeting of the Board. Many hundreds of let- . 
ters urging amnesty have gone to President "Sisenhower, but a form letter of 
acknowledgment states that consideration for 4 executive clemency can be given- only 
after parole- is. refused. There is no question of principle involved in asking 
for parole. It is the quickest way to restore our coairade3 to- their families 
and to a measure 4f freedom. It is demanding, a simple, act of justice, the ri^ht- 
jng of a yreat wrong. So fair parole has b*en denied all Smith Act prisoners. Le* 
us try to break flown this discrimination against our domrades. 

The Smith Act Families Committee of Chicago (addfess Suite 8ll at 189 West 
Madison St.) has issued an excellent brochure giving the plan of activity and 
necessary dat??. Please urge your district to send even a small contribution and 
order a working supply of the pamphlet. They are $3.00 a hundred. 3ihce so many 
of us were personally involved in Smith Act case3,-we. *now many prominent indiv- 
iduals — labor leaders,, ministers, and others in our area who oppose this act 
and who will be willing to send a plea to the Parole Board and to the President 
asKing for the release of Gil Greon and Henry Winston. Address U.S. Parole Board, 
H.0.L,C. Building - Rq m 420 - First and D Sts., Washington, D.C. 

I know you will accept this immediate responsibility gladly and willingly 
and urge you to let us know what progress is made ih the next few crucial weeks. 
Notify us who is in charge in your area .

Since December^ 1955, your office lias had 
various top functionaries of the Communist Party of z* \i

Although Alexander Trachtenberg was 
investigated by your office under this program, your 
investigation failed to disclose pertinent activity on 
his part and he was .dropped as a subject who qualified 
for intensified coverage. Recently^ you developed 
information through an informant whicli reflects 
trachtenberg is nOW and has been for some years a most 
important figure in the link between the Soviets and the 
CPUSA* This gives rise to the question of Whether the 
intensified coverage of the top leadership of the Communist 
Party as it is presently being handled in your office is 
producing the- results it should. In order to resolve 
this question, you should immediately personally go into 
this program with your supervisors, keeping in mind not 
only that the program itself requires constant analysis 
to insure that we are covering the proper functionaries 
Of the Party but also that for a program of this kind 
to succeed, the Agents assigned to the investigation must 
be experienced in communist work and must have a keen 
desire to do the job.

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Celebration of the CP, USA at Carnegie Hall, NYC, 
9/26/58, Her report concerning this meeting is a 
follows: 



"9-28-58 

"On Friday,; September 26th, there 
was a meeting held at Carnegie Hall, W. 57 
Street, and 7th Avenue <, In the street 
surrounding Carnegie, the police were many 
and widely spread out. The meeting "was 
scheduled for 8 P.M. but started at 8:40 
P.M. , probably .owing to the thinness of the 
audience. There- were '26 people on the 
speakers' platform, besides the chairman^ 
Bill Albertson* Of these, five Were white 
women, 3 negro women and 2 negro men 4 As 
the seven main characters entered which 
included Arnold Johnson, Eugene Dennis, 
Mildred Ma ckindora, secretary to Ben Davis, 
and Ben Davis, there was tremendous 
applause and many were, standing irv tribute 
to the 'revered*, guests On the platform^ 
was an elderly gentleman,*, outstandingly 
different, who looked like Professor Cole* 
Is he still in this country?. 

"The audience consisted of mostly 
Jewish men and women, many not .speaking good 
English, an occasional negro man or woman> 
and a few Christian people. These people 
more or less were of the labor group, in 
'come as you are' clothing. The orchestra, 
or main floor was filled to capacity* there 
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"was a scattered few In the mezzanine- 
which must have included a news reporter 
,or two, as flash cameras- were being used, 
especially when Ben Davis was speaking* In 
one of the daily 'newspapers, there was a 
report of the meeting * 

"At the beginning of the meeting* 
a. young man' using a pitch pipe, asked the * 
audience to- stand to" sing the National 
Anthem of the U.S.A..
